How the Battle Was Fought. 


Adam Anderson of Laconia was one of the 
first to go to the house Sunday morning. 

As near as I can learn,” he: said, there 
were about sixty in the gang of night riders 
who called “on the Conrads Sunday 
morning. They hitched their horses in 
the woods on the brow of the hill and started 
to climb dowiFthe bluff into the ravine. The 
Conrad boy, who was lying out, ran into the 
house and gave the alarm to his brother. They 
then took their shotguns and revolvers and hid 
in the edge of the cornfield which comes within 
thirty feet of the house. The night riders in 


their long white cambric masks quietly sur- 


rounded the house, Then a dozen of them 
with a rail and a sledge walked up 
on the porch and demanded that the door 
be opened. There was no answer 
and they struck it with the rail. 
At the sound the Conrad boys opened fire. 
Albert Howe and John Wiseman fel! dead in 
their tracks, heavy loads of buckshot striking 
each of them in the head, Another volley and 
Timberlake and Houston had fallen. Their 
comrades attempted to pick up the bodies 
but the Conrads kept firing, and the whole 
gang of sixty men fled for their lives.“ 

If the Conrads are caught they will certainly 
be lynched without mercy. At every cross- 
roads store found in a thirty-mile drive taken 
today through the wilds of Harrison County 
little knots of stoop-shouldered, gaunt men 
were found discussing the tragedy. It was 
plain that. the sympathy of the peo- 
ple in general was with the Conrads. 
The Sheriff of Harrison County, it is thought. 
will make no attempt to arrest them, for, as 
one old farmer put it, they have done noth- 
ing but defend themselves right smart.“ Even 


men who are known to be themselves White- 


caps dare not defend the action of the night 
riders. Everywhere the affair is mourned 
and men talk with bated breath of the proba- 
ble consequences; 

One thing is certain, the Conrads have 
frightened the Whitecaps of Harrison County, 


whose strength has been heretofore in num- 


bers, into the palsy. Good citizens are pray- 
ing that the Conrads have struck the death- 
blow to the reign of the grim night riders.“ 


MAY BE A LYNCHING AT ROCHELLE. 


James Burns in Danger of Violence from 
a Mob. 

Rocuatxe, IIl., Aug. 7.—[{Special.]—James 

Burns, a tramp, assaulted the 7-year-old girl 


Hof Frank Pussell, a Northwestern brakeman, 


this afternoon. Asmall brother of the girl 
gavethe alarm. The mother came to the 
rescue, and Burns ran away and hid. He was 
located finally near the tile factory by Mar- 
tin Larsen, who arrested him. He was 
brought to town, fully identified, and placed 
in jail. Cries of Hang him were heard 
on every side, and tonight a close watch is be- 
ing kept to prevent lynching. The girl’s 
father says he will shoot Burns on sight. Un- 
less secretly taken away Burns probably will 
be lynched before morning. 


HE BELIEVES TS 18 SOPHOCLES’ SKULL. 


A Buffalo Man Secures a Relic of the Poet 
and Dramatist. 

Burrawo, N. Y., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—A 
skull, presumably that of Sophocles, the great 
master of Greek tragedy, is owned by Dr. 
Herman Mynter of this city. It was sent him 
by his brother, Prof. Ludwig Mynter, General 
Director of the royal possessions of Greece 
and an enthusiastic archeologist, for exhibi- 
tion at the World’s Fair. That it is actually 
that of the Greek poet and dramatist rests 
upon strong circumstantial evidence. An old 
classic says Sophocles was buried in his fami- 
ily grave eleven stadii from the forti- 
fications of Dekeleia and south of a 
certain road. For a long time archzolo- 
gists hunted this spot unsuccessfully. Dr. 
Mynter’s brother thought that they failed be- 
cause they m up hill and down dale. 
Eleven stadii being over a mile, there was 
much opportunity for mistake. He measured 
as the crow flies and set men at work, and 
they soon found a heavy wall, and in front of 
it two marble sarcophagi and one of sand- 
stone. He telegraphed for the King, and they 
opened these sarcophagi. One of them con- 
tained this skull. Greek archeologists have 
examined it and say it is that of an old man of 
a distinct Greek type; of a man who died in 
the second half of his life. Sophocles died at 
the age of 91 years. Mynter believes this is 
the head of Sophocles because the grave is the 
same distance from the wall and south of the 
road as described in the old work. It is a 
family grave. Sophocles died in Athens and 
the sarcophagus in which the skull 
was found was made from the mar- 
ble of Hymettus, a place near ‘Athens. 
The wall is made in the same way 
as the wall from Athens to the Pirzus, 
which was built in Sophocles’ lifetime. The 
work also speaks of a certain curved walking 
stick, and such a one was found in the grave. 
There was no name found, but old people still 
remember that fifty years ago, before the 
Turks harried the country, on top of the wall 
was a square marble foundation on which was 
a Greek inscription. The same work speaks 
of this, and says on top of this marble was a 
copper swallow, which the residents also re- 
member seéing.

THREATEN To ENJOIN. 


ELEOTRIO PEOPLE WANT JOLIET 
BIDS INVESTIGATED. 


Gov. Altgeld Requested by Some of the 
Bidders to Take Up the Matter of Pos- 
sible Awards of Contracts for the Pen- 
itentiary Power and Light Plant-in 
Case of Refusal They Will Go Into 
Court to Prevent Such Action Without 
Thorough Examination. 7 

Nearly a score of electrical boiler and en- 
gine manufacturers who bid on the een 
lighting and power plant at Joliet Peniten- 
tiary threaten to enjoin the letting of the 
contracts unless their claims are considered, 
Saturday those who allege that their bids 
were the lowest met and constituted them- 
selves a committee to take up the matter 
to Gov. Altgeld and in case he declines to 
interfere seek redress in the courts. Letters 
and telegrams were sent at that time asking 
the Governor to appoint a time and place for 
a complete investigation of the case. The 
committee is willing to go to the capital or 
meet the Governor here. Answers are ex- 
pected today. 

They referred to the manner in which bids 
for equipping the power plant were being 
handled. Bids were opened last month. No 
awards were made, but after an examination 
of the propositions by experts it was an- 
nounced that the bids would be thrown out. 
They denounced this action and said the Com- 
missioners had manifested no intention of ad- 
vertising for new bids, but there was evidence 
the prison officials intend to award the work 
to bidders whose figures were not the lowest. 
The low bidders agreed to waive their rights 
if the Governor would order a readvertise- 
ment. They expressed an intention to enjoin 
the Commissioners if the latter give the work 
to any but the lowest bidders and to . insist 
upon a full investigation. 

Unable to Get Any Satisfaction, 


The blue prints sent out to bidders by War- 
den Allen bore the stamp of the General 
Electric company and the signature of that 
concern’s engineer. It was charged that the 
plans and specifications provided for ma- 
chinery and appliances manufactured only by 
the General Electric company and its friends. 
Notwithstanding this there were a large num- 
ber of bidders for the work. The bids were 
opened July 18. The bids required analysis 
before the lowest could be determined. But 
in the course of a week the bidders knew the 
relative position of all. 

The Westinghouse Electric company’s bid 
was $56,300 for the complete electrical 
plant. This it was said was the lowest by 
$252. C. A. Cook of that company visited 


the Warden and the Commissioners many 


times, but could obtain no satisfaction as to 
whether the contract would be awarded to his 
company. 

The National Water Tube Boiler company 
discovered their bid was $4,000 the lowest. 
A. S. Fiske, the Chicago manager, wrote and 
telegraphed the Commissioners and Warden. 
He received no satisfaction until last week 
when Warden Allen wrote him boilers costing 
much more than his would be purchased. 

Either Incompetent or Biased. 


The bidders met in the Siemens & Halske 
Electric company’s office and each wired the 
Governor a protest against the work being 
given out in any other way than through a 
free and open competition. They followed 
their dispatches with letters. ©. A. Daigh, 
representing the Siemens & Halske company, 
criticised the plans as providing for an obso- 


lete plant, detailed difficulties he had en- 


countered in procuring copies of the plans, 
and concluded as follows: 


The writer said to the Commissioners, and now 


respectfully says to you, eitherthey are grossly 
incompetent to fill their positions and act on a 
matter of such importance as this, or they were 
endeavoring to throw the contract to a certain 
concern, regardless of the State’s interests in the 
matter. This position I take and hold today, and 
am fully prepared to substantiate it. In conclu- 
sion, I would say I believe it will be to the best 
interests of yourself and the State for you to give 
this matter some of your personal attention and 
go into it thoroughly, for the reason you can 
easily ascertain the present method of handling 
it is certainly open to criticism, and I do not be- 
lieve when you know;the real circumstances you 
will care to have your Commissioners, whom you 
have appointed to look after the State’s interests, 
place themselves in a position where they can be 
justly criticised. Please understand that we are 
not pressing a discussion of the comparative 
merits of machines, nor is it probable if the con- 
tract was awarded on the matter of price alone 
it would be awarded to us, but we feel the mat- 
ter has not been handled in a fair and honorable 
way, as should have been done for a plant of this 
magnitude. We trust therefore you will give the 
matter your consideration and have the plans 
and specifications drawn by competent engineers, 
the bids advertised for in a regular manner, and 
the contract let in a regular manner. If 
this is done there will of course be 
nothing to criticise, and we assure you even 
if we are not awarded the contract under these 
circumstances we shall certainly have no cause 
for grievance, either as taxpayers or as bidders. 
A number of gentlemen have recently called on 
me, requesting us to join them as a committee to 
call upon your Excellency, or arrange to meet you 
on your next visit to the city, when we can pre- 
sent the matter to -you more fully and perhaps 
more clearly than can be done through the me- 
dium of correspondence. If you care to go inte 
itand will kindly advise the writer he will ar- 
range for representatives of all the interested 
companies to meet you at your pleasure. 


Where the Trouble Is Said to Be. 


“The certain concern to which I allude in 
my letter is the General Electric company,” 
said Mr. Daigh. The plans called for an 
expenditure of $110,000,I am told. The 
General Electric’s bid was scarcely half of 
this,and their bid was not for the complete 
equipment. Their representatives have been 
around the penitentiary ever since the bids 
were opened. This whole job is a queer one, 
to put it mildly. There is a manifest disposi- 
tion to give the work to whomsoever the Com- 
missioners conclude, without regard to the 
cost. We have asked Gov. Altgeld for an 
audience. We don’t care whether he 
names Springfield or Chicago for the 
meeting. If after relating all the facts in 
connection with this job Gov. Altgeld does 
not order the work let in a proper manner we 
will try to enjoin the Commissioners, and we 
will call for a thorough investigation and 
show up all the facts for the taxpayers of the 
State. The whole operation has been a scandal 
from the beginning. 

A. S. Fiske of the National Water Tube 
Boiler company inclosed extracts of a letter 
he had received from Warden Allen,

Union and Non-Union Boilermakers Riot 
at St. Louis. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 7.—The rotunda of 
the St. James, one of the principal hotels of 
the city, was a scene of riot and bloodshed at 
6 p. m. today, in which forty men were en- 
gaged. The contestants were union and non- 
union boilermakers. At the hour named 
twenty-five brawny union men marched tothe 
front of the hotel and immediately opened 
battle on the sixteen non-union workmen 
quartered there.

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DIES BY HER OWN ACT 


MARY T. DERBY SHOOTS HERSELF 
WHILE TEMPORARILY INSANE. 


While the Members of the Family She Is 
Visiting Are Absent She Locks Herself 
in Her Room and Several Hour Later 
Is Found Dead=In somnia Said to Be 
the Cause of Her Unsettled Mind- was 
a Well Known Member of Washington 
Society. 

While temporarily insane from insomnia 
Mary T. Derby of Washington, D. C., shot 
and killed herself early last evening at the 
home of W. A. Shaw, No. 33 East Forty-first 
street. Miss Derby, accompanied by Capt. 
Black, her brother-in-law, arrived in Chicago 
July 81 and went to the Shaw 
house, where Capt. Black bad en- 
gaged quarters. For several months 
Miss Derby had suffered severely from in- 
somnia and it was thought a change of scene 
would prove beneficial, Since her arrival in 
Chicago she seemed to her friends rather bet- 
ter and they were much encouraged. She 
made several visits to the Fair and accom- 
panied Miss Shaw on several shopping trips 
down-town. i 

Yesterday afternoon Miss Derby had occa- 
sion to go down-town, and Mrs. Shaw offered 
to go with her, but her offer was refused, and 
Miss Derby told her she did not wish to dis- 
commode Mrs. Shaw’s plans of giving her 
children a day’s outing at the Fair. 
At 2 o' clock Miss Derby left 
the house. That was the last time 
any of her friends saw her alive. 

Mrs. Shaw and her children went to the 
Pair and the male members of the family were 
down-town. The only person left in the house 
was Annie Eanske, a second girl. It was 
near 4 o’clock when she thought she heard 
some one come in, but she did not look to 
see who it was. Some thirty minutes later 
she heard the faint report of a revolver, but, 
as the boys of the neighbourhood were con- 
stantly shooting sparrows, she thought noth- 
ing of it. ; 

Hear No Sound in Miss Derby’s Room. 

The other members of the family returned, 
but hearing no sound in Miss Derby’s room 
concluded she was sleeping and no one went 
near her. Shortly before dinner was to be 
served Mr. S went to call Miss Derby. 
He rapped sevéral times, but got no response, 
and becoming alarmed went for Capt. Black. 
Together they returned and for several min- 


’ utes attempted to arouse Miss Derby by 


pounding on the door. 

At last Capt. Black, thoroughly alarmed, 
put his shoulder to the closed door and burst 
itin. Miss Derby was found lying partly on 
the bed, clad only in her night dress and shoes 
and stockings. In her right hand she clutched 
a small thirty-two caliber revolver. A glance 
showed the spot where the bullet had done its 
deadly work. Miss Derby was dead and had 


been for severul hours. The bullet had gone 


squarely through the heart and the skin was 
blackened with the stains of the powder. 
Death must have been instantaneous. 

The Hyde Park police were notified. They 
at once made an investigation and gave per- 
mission for the body to be removed to Wat- 
kins’ undertaking establishment, No. 51338 
Lake avenue. 

Army (@flicer’s Daughter. 

Miss Derby was the daughter of the late 
Gen, Derby of the United States army and 
lived with her brother, Capt. George W. Derby, 
in Washington, D.C. She was 31 years of 
‘ageand had spent much of her life at the 
National Capital, where her brother is sta- 
tioned and where her father lived several years 
before his death. She was well known in army 
circles throughout the country and had spent 
several weeks at West Point during the com- 
mencement’ exercises of this year. After the 
Coroner’s inquest the remains will be shipped 
to Washington for burial. 

Capt. James Black, brother-in-law of Miss 
Derby, is stationed at Elliott’s Point, N. Y. 
I started for Chicago the last week in July,“ 
he said last night, ‘‘and knowing that my sis- 
ter-in-law was in poor health I decided to stop 
at Washington and bring her here. We ar- 
rived July 30, and I thought the change was 
doing her good. She was troubled with in- 
somnia, and her affliction, I think, caused her 
to kill herself.“ 


RIOT ON COTTAGE

There 
is no explanation from him, therefore, of the 
manner in which his bank was used by Fran- 
cis A. Coffin and his sons, Louis and Schuyler 
Haughey, to further their schemes and keep 
them in clover. The son who, is living at 
Mapleton with his father is not saying any- 
thing. It is not expected that he will until he 
is compelled to.

of the bank. The President was the only man 
who handled the negotiations, and he never 
permitted any one in the bank to make out the 
bank statement. He has withdrawn from 
every one but his family. He is sick in his 
house, His wife is sick, and his mother, aged 
90 years, is dying. It is said the President of 
the bank has not been permitted to see a 
newspaper or confer with a lawyer fora week 
or more. 

Where Were the Directors? 


The community is asking tolay why the di- 
rectors of the bank did not know something 
about the transactions of Haughey and Coffin 
and the accessories which Coffin had on tap at 
all hours, It is significant that Coffin refuses 
to explain anything except to enter one gen- 
‘eral denial.

Tue Springfield (Mass.) Republican calls 
attention to the fact that there is no substan- 
tial relation between suicides and business de- 
pression, though isolated cases here and there 
have given rise to the theory that suicides are 
more numerous in panic years. The statis- 
ties do not bear out the theory. In Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Ver- 
mont there were fewer suicides in 1873, 
the panic year, than there were in any one 
year from 1872 to 1876, and yet these States 
were as apt to feel the depression of panic as 
any others. The statistics of the present year, 
which is one of marked business depression, 
are even more significant. Out of 2,482 sui- 
cides in the United States reported since Jan. 
1, 1893; there have been but forty-seven 
clearly traceable to losses in business, and at 
this period of the year the number is no 
larger, if so large, than it has been in several 
years past. The month of July is always the 
suicides’ month for some mysterious reason 
and the month this year was crowded with 
business failures and black with business de- 
pression, and yet barely half a dozen cases 
were reported during the month from this 
cause. The causes of suicide are numerous 
and they vary according to population, age, 
periods, and other peculiarities, but financial 
depression has no effect upon the phenomenon, 
for the number of suicides yearin and year 
out is smaller from this cause than from any 


other. 


COLLAPSING FROM BANK ROTTENNESS. 

Investigation of the affairs of the Chemical 
National Bank in this city shows that ite offi- 
cers had been too confiding. They had lent 
large sums of money on quéstionable securi- 
ties, and several of the companies unduly 
favored by them would have failed long since 
but for the assistance improperly rendered by 
the bank. A total of about a million dollars 
was lent on insufficient security and much of 


it to persons whose friendly relations with the } 


directors appear to have been a more potent 
consideration than the value of the property 
controlled by the borrowers. A couple of 
days ago brought the news that the failure of 
the Pacific Bank in San Francisco was due 
not so much to the financial stringency as to 
reckless management. It is claimed the as- 
sets are largely worthless and in many in- 
stances absolutely fictitious, millions of dol- 
lars having been poured out into Utopian 
schemes and questionable methods resorted to 
by the managers to cover up their operations. 
Doctors, lawyers, politicians, Judges, news- 
paper men, and merchants borrowed on unse- 
cured notes, and the Attorney-General who 
gave a decision that the bank was solvent was 
at the time a debtor for some $29,000. The 
Schaffner bank failure in this city is known to 
have been in large part due to the lending of 
big sums to people who had no visible assets 
to amounts anything like equal to their liabil- 
ities, and substantially the same thing may be 
said for many of the other banking institu- 
tions which have failed, 

Here is a flagrant sample in the failure of 
the Indianapolis National Bank. A dispatch 
says: 

It has commenced to dawn on the citizens of 
Indianapolis that their idol monetary institu- 
tion, the indianapolis National Bank, now in the 
hands of a receiver, did not collapse on account 
of the stringency of the times altogether. The 
fact that its President, Theodore H. Haughey, 
was one of, the most conservative bankers in the 
State, that he had a social and religious standing 
in the community enjoyed by few, that he never 
plunged or speculated, that his stockholders 
were such men as Lew Wallace, and that among 
his depositors was ex-President Harrison made 
his institution a financial Gibraltar. 

When it closed its doors and Bank Examiner 
Young went into the vaults and Receiver Hawkins 
was appointed at the suggestion of Congressman 
Bynum the sympathetic chords of the community 
played a tender air for the venerable President, 
and the newspapers, believing that the bank 
would weather the storm, spoke kindly of the 
old man and hopefully of the outcome. 


But here is part of what the Bank Examiner 
found. The following table will give an idea 
of the unsecured loans made by the bank 
officers :

A run upon a bank may be causeless, but is 
not apt to be so. ienerally it starts on ac- 
count of an impression, correct or otherwise, 
that the bank has lent money or extended its 
credit to parties who are not able to pay. 
This impression raises the fear that. the bank 
itself will be embarrassed by reason of its 
own imprudence, and the rush is made to get 
out the money before it is too late, Of course 
the rush is joined in by many who simply act 
like sheep in running where they see others 
run, without waiting to ascertain if there 
be any real cause for the movement. But if 
there has been no real impoverishment of 
resources by negligence, favoritism, or fraud, 
the run is soon over and the bank is able to 
meet it or to show reason for allowing it to 
resume after a temporary closing. The move- 
among a herd of live stock, ich is 
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The sending of this class of banks into 
the retirement to which they belong is not an 
unmixed evil, though productive of much loss 
to those who are so fortunate as to be caught 
in the wreck, Rather it is a public benefit by 
clearing out the rubbish and leaving un. 
scathed the institutions that are deserving of 
confidence. Their breaking up would have 
occurred later had there been no financial 
stringency, and then the loss would have been 
much greater, because of the larger amount 
of funds intrusted to their keeping. When 
the storm clears away the financial atmos- 
phere will be all the purer and clearer for 
their disappearance, and those which survive 
will have proved their right to confidence in 
the years that are to come, 


„ FOOLISH CHOLERA APPREHENSIONS, 


The cholera now prevails in Arabia, Russia, 
Germany (to a limited extent), Italy, Spain, 
France, Egypt, and Senegambia. In Europe 
the disease apparently is a revival of that 
of last year, as it prevails at Marseilles, Tou- 
louse, Moscow, Naples, Piedmont, Corunna, 
Rome, and other localities where it appeared 
in 1892. Hamburg thus far has had but a 
few sporadic cases. Mecca and Jeddo, which 
are fountain heads of the disease, owing to 
their filth, have suffered the most from the 
ravages, over 10,000 having died in June 
alone. It is impossible to give any accurate 
figures of the fatality elsewhere, for both at 
Naples and at Marseilles they have been con- 
cealed by the authorities, but it is altogether 
probable that the total will reach the vicinity 
of 15,000 at the points named in Europe, 
Asia, and Africa, which is not alarmingly 
large. 

The arrival of the Karemania at New York 
from Naples with a record of some lives lost 
by cholera on the passage has caused some 
anxiety, but there does not seem to be any 
prospect of danger from that source, All on 
hoard the vessel were well when it arrived, yet 
under the orders of Surgeon-General Wyman 
the vessel has been placed in quarantine and 
the regulations will be enforced as rigidly as 
if it were full of cholera. We are so well 


} guarded both in European ports and our own 


that the danger of infection has been reduced 
tothe minimum. Last year at this time, or a 
little later, half a dozen infected vessels were 
in quarantine and the country escaped. 
Warned by that experience the quarantine 
regulations now will be enforced even more 
rigidly. New York is provided with more 
and better facilities for stamping out the dis- 
ease than it possessed last year, and the health 
authorities are exercising a degree of vigi- 
lance so alert that nothing more could be 
‘asked or expected of them. There is no ques- 
tion that medical and sanitary science is 
able to cope with it. Some foolish papers are 
wondering if the disease will not break out in 
this city, since all the world is coming here, 
and thus interfere with the World’s Fair. The 
Fair has had a great deal to contend with, but 
there is no danger that it will have to fight 
cholera as well as the railroads, the dead- 
heads, and some Eastern papers. Cholera is 
always toa greater or lesser extent the out- 
come of individual fear and silly ignorance. 
Chicago has no apprehensions of this sort 
and no fear that cholera ever will apply for 
admission either as a paid or deadhead vis- 
itor. The only thing now interfering with 
_ attendance is the railroads, which are a great 
deal worse than the choiera. 


SILVER MONOMETALLISTS CRYING FOR 
: THE IMPOSSIBLE. 

Those silver monometallists who are crying 
out for the now impossible ratio of sixteen to 
one close their eyes to the fact that all our 
external trade must be done on the basis of a 
gold unit only. Not alone in England, but in all 
Europe, in all the enlightened countries of the 
world, gold has come to be the standard meas- 
ure of property values in the opinion and 
practice of the people. With all of them it is 
the unlimited legal .tender for debt. They 
will not consent to displace and abandon gold 
as money, and will only accept substitutes for 
iton condition that the substitute shall be 
convertible or exchangeable into gold, Hence 
if we adopted free silver coinage on the pro- 
posed rotten ratio of sixteen to one we should 
be obliged to give two of our dollars and 
in return receive only one of theirs. 

The additional gold obligations which these 
silver extremists would entail upon us by 
opening our mints upon a false ratio to all 
the silver of the world would bankrupt the 
United States and inevitably bring on calam- 
itous world-wide disturbance of trade and 
finance. Almost it has done this now. The 
present scarcity of money and the terrible de- 
pression of industries which it has caused are 
due to the fear that the government would not 
beable tocontinue gold redemption of its 
800 millions of outstanding notes much 
longer and would then be compelled to re- 
deem them in the 37114-grain silver dollars 
worth about 50 cents each. Several hundred 
millions of gold have been withdrawn from 
| circulation within the last six months by peo- 
ple who feared a slump to 50-cent silver dol- 
lars: The very wisest thing the silverites 
could do.to bring back that gold into circula- 
tion and make money plenty once more and 
stop the panic would be to admit that no law 
can make one cent’s worth of silver equal in 
value to two cents’ worth of gold, and that it 
is folly to fool round trying to do it, and then 
to adjourn sine die, Bimetailism can only be 
operated in this or any other country on the 
basis of the equal exchangeable value of the 
two metals. In other words, a dollar's worth 
of silver must be put into a silver dollar. or 
the silverdollar must be redeemed by the gold 
dollar, as the government is doing. or the 
cheaper one will drive out the better one from 
circulation. 


THE NEW YORK LABOR LEADERS ON 
SILVEE. 

The labor leaders of New York are more 
intelligent ‘than those of Chicago. At a 
meeting of the Central Labor Union of that 
city day before yesterday a resolution was 
adopted unanimously declaring that ‘ the dis- 
trust created by the Sherman law fs the main 
cause of the business depression and of the 
distress that threatens working people in all 
trades. The New York laborites are smart 
enough to see that business has come to a 
*tandstill because of a widespread fear that 
every bank or savings bank deposit or build- 
ing loan investment is to be scaled down one- 
half, and that every 100-cent dollar will 
shrink to a 54-cent one. Seeing this fear, they 
do not advise free coinage of silver and 56. 
cent do llars as the remedy to dispel that fear,

NATIONS WHICH HAVE DEMONETIZED 


SILVER. 

The Forum for August an article 
by Edward O. Leach, recently. of the 
United States Mint, on The Doom of Sil- 
ver,” in which the writer sketches the history 


He says the “ civilized countries have 
„declared that by reason of its cumbrous- 
“ness, the enormous quantity produced, and 
“the violent fluctuations in its value, silver 
is not fit to serve as a measure of the values 
‘of other things, that hereafter gold shall he 
“such standard of value, and that the busi- 
ness of the world shall be done with gold 
„money and an enlarged use of instruments 
of credit which nineteenth century civiliza- 
“tion has provided as substitutes for actual 
money.“ 

This modern preference of gold for silver 
manifested itself first and most strongly among 
people of the highest civilization and of the 
largest commercial pursuits, One great rea- 
son for it was a need for the use of the metal 
containing the greatest value in the least bulk, 
thus making gold the money of commerce. 
Great Britain adopted the gold standard in 
1816 for the express reason, as stated in the 
act of Parliament, that great inconvenience 
had arisen from both those precious metals 
being concurrently the standard measure of 
value and equivalent for property.“ Except 
England all Europe had the silver standard 
forty years ago and silver coins constituted 
the great bulk of the money of actual transac- 
tions. Today not a mint in Europe is open to 
the coinage of full debt-paying silver coins 
and the gatewgys of the Orient have been 
closed against it. 

Here is a brief statement of the successive 
acts of silver coinage suspension: 

In 1871-78 the German Empire led in the 
modern movement to adopt the gold stand- 
ard. It called in $257,454,000 worth of sil- 
ver thalers, and, in order to procure the neces- 
sary gold for coinage purposes, sold 89,695,- 
728 fine ounces of the melted silver at a loss of 
$23,000,000, or nearly 10 per cent on its 
enormous stock of silver coins; all of which 
had been in circulation as money. It incurred 
this loss voluntarily as the cost of placing 
itself on a sound monetary basis. 

In 1874 France, Italy, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, and Greece, the States composing the 
Latin Union, decided to stop the coinage of 
five-frane silver pieces, those being the only 
silver coins of full debt-paying power, and they 
closed their mints to the coinage of full legal 
tender silver coins, which has not since been 
resumed, Thus they practically adopted the 
gold standard. 

The Scandinavian countries of -Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark entered into a mone- 
tary treaty with each other in December, 
1872, adopting gold as the sole legal tender 
standard, and making silver subsidiary, to be 
coined only for small change purposes. 

In 1875 Holland, which was full of silver, 
closed its mint to the coinage of silver, thus 
adopting the gold standard; and in April, 
1884, authorized the sale of twenty-five mill- 
ion silver florins whenever the state of the 
currency demanded, it. 

In September, 1876, Russia prohibited the 
coinage of silver, except such as was neces- 
sary for the Chinese trade. 

Three years later the Austria-Hungary Em- 
pire closed its mints to the coinage of silver 
for individuals, and more recently has adopted 
the single gold standard. 

In 1890 Roumania adopted the gold stand- 
ard and withdrew about $5,000,000 worth of 
silver coins {from circulation, which were aft- 
erwards sold as bullion at a heavy loss. 

In the United States silver was practically 
demonetized after 1834 and legally in 1873. 
In 1878, without “any silver dollars, with 
all our currency based on gold, and our stock 
of gold increasing rapidly and enormously, 
we took the first backward step in the move- 
ment of civilized countries from a silver to a 
gold standard. At the latter date India alone 
was the great absorber of silver, where all the 
surplus silver discarded by Europe gravitated 
as naturally as water flows towards the sea, 
Its people, mostly very poor and very igno- 
rant, exchanged the products of their ‘toil for 
silver bullion, the coins from which answered 
the barbaric demand for ornaments as well as 
serving for a medium of exchange. In the 
last thirty years the imports of silver by India 
amounted to about 1,100 million dollars; 
and the enormous power of that country to 
absorb silver undoubtedly has saved the metal 
from a very much greater depreciation than 
has taken place in recent years. But India 
has grown tired of the absorbing process of a 
depreciating metal. Two royal commissions 
were appointed to consider the grave evils and 
inconveniences resulting to British India from 
the depreciation of the gold price in silver. 
Following their recommendations, the free 
coinage of silver in India has been stopped. 

Contrary to the general impression that sil- 
ver has been the money of India from remote 
generations it is not many years since it 
adopted the silver standard, The ancient 
money of the Hindoos was gold. In 1818 
this was supplemented by silver, but gold 
coins remained legal tender till 1835, when 
silver was made the sole standard and gold 
was demonetized. Yet large quantities of 
gold have been imported there since that time 
for foreign exchange purposes, the importa- 
tions for-the eight fiscal years ending with 
1870 amounting to nearly $250,000,000, 
though gold is not a legal tender and gold 
coins do not circulate, 

It may be added that Holland was on a sil- 
ver basis from 1847 to 1875 and Austria- 
Hungary from 1857 to 1879.

And let it be saidat this point, with no less 
pleasure than is felt in praising the play, that 
Mr. Goodwin as the sorrel-topped Missouri Sher- 
iff played his part like a thorough comedian. 
There was no touch of the farceur in his work, 
and, what is more to be feared in his serious 
work, there was no exaggeration. Pathos is a 
great temptation to Nat Goodwin; he is likely to 
“ slop over.” No such fault could be imputed to 
him in the role of Jim Radburn. The modesty of 
nature suffered no affront from him. “ Neither 
was he too tame,” as Hamlet says. What he will 
do in future representations one cannot tell ; but if 
he loses the sense of gufficiency, of adequacy which 
he displayed last night—if, in a word, he tries to 
apply pathos to the canvas with a trowel—he 
should have a friend standing in the wings to 
discipline him with a club on the first indication 
of his one besetting artistic vice. 

To return to the play itself, its different scenes 
—the interior of the cottage in the first act, and 
especially the blacksmith shop in the second— 
were rick enough in detail and perfect enough in 
composition (pictorially speaking) to make a 
painter wish that he were for a moment a pho- 
tographer. The scenery is to be credited to 
Messrs, Albert and Burridge, who have distin- 
guished themselves. The homely good nature of 
the personages and the genuine unconscious 
country wit of the characters (Thomas and Bar- 
rie are alike ia seizing the sweet humanness of 
the common people) predisposed the audience 
to like the play before any progress in the story 
had been made. There was no lagging in the ac- 
tion when it began. The auditors were quitc 
still—almost breathless in the third act when 
Mr. Goodwin, as the Sheriff, opened the 
door of the room in which his sweet- 
heart had concealed the robber, and simply 
asked: “Where is he?” There was a titter 
among a few of the imbeciles who cannot con- 
ceive Goodwin as exciting any other emotion but 
laughter. Even these became silent, and many 
who no doubt expected to indulge in a guffaw 
felt the unaccastomed moisture of a tear. The 
love-making in a preceding scene by “Jim” (as 
the Sheriff is called) was as exquisitely natural 
as was the acting in the truly great dramatic cli- 
max of the third act. One would not be nig- 
gardly in commending this bit of work if one 
could be sure the comedian would repeat it here- 
after in the same flawless manner. 

The re is only one cut-and-dried conventional 
characterin the little play; there is only one 
that is Belascoish, to coin an adjective that ob- 
servers of the theater will understand. That is 
the villain played by Francis Carlyle, who could 
hardly be free in a part that had inherent stiff- 
ness. Miss Belle Archer as the heroine (the 
actress is béautiful) was also at times “ out of 
the picture,” partly forthe same reason—the 
astringent quality of her role. But refreshingly 
untheatrical were the other personages. A 
triumph both in writing and in the acting was 
the Mrs. Jo Vernon of Mrs. Jean Clara Walters, 
Here is a new individual ; here, too, is a new type. 
Burr McIntosh was exteriorly a good black- 
smith, save for the tell-tale whiteness of his hands 
and arms. Miss Minnie Dupree was not ob- 
streperous as the rough soubrette—for which one 
must thank both the author and the young 
actress. The sweet face of Miss Mae E. Wood 
was a happy touch. The singers were scattered 
about the boards, thus avoiding the wooden 
stolidity of the ordinary quartet. Bits of work 
which should not be slighted were contributed 
by Arthor Hoops as an everyday young may; that 
of William G. Beach as a politician, and drat ot 
J. W. McAndrews as an exuberant darky. 

By way of postscript attention may be called 
to the untheatrieality of the climaxes of the 
acts. All are simple; all are poetical, and one— 
the third—is splendidly strong. The dramatic 
unpretentiousness of these passages is worthy 
the study of an audience of playwrights. 

The crowded and friendly audience was en- 
thusiastic (as it had reason to be), and called out 
both actor and author after the principal act. 
Both spoke modestly and in a felicitous way. Mr. 
Thomas with justice praised the acting of Mr. 
Goodwin, uttering the prophecy that the come- 
dian would succeed to the laurels of Jefferson. 
Certain it is that Mr. Goodwin is par excellence 
the low comedian of this country; but to attain 
the honors of high comedy he must become as 
impeccable as an artist as he is gifted as an 
actor. “In Mizzoura” is an example of middle 
rather than high comedy, but it isa marked step 
to the eminence on which the comedian aspires to 
stand.

COURT IS DIVIDED ON LAND GRANTS. 


— 
Decision in Nicholas- Duran de Chaves 
Case in New Mexico. 


SANTA Fx, N. M., Aug. 7.— The United 
States Court of Private Land Claims today 
announced a decision by a divided court in 
the Nicholas-Duran de Chaves grant in Va- 
lencia County involving 50,000 acres. A 
grant had been made alleged to be perfect, 
which the court allowed. The United States 
has, however, patented several tracts of land 
within the grant. The question arose whether 
under the statute creating the court confirma- 
tions could be granted without reference to 
the United States patents. Justices Reed, 
Fuller, and Slugs held that these patented 
rights must be respected, and re- 
newed a majority opinion confirming 
the grant, but reserving from its 
operation the patented lands. They also held 
the grant to be the perfect one. Justices Mur- 
ray and Stone held that when there is a per- 
fect grant it is a finality, and that the United 
States cannot exempt from the operation of 
confirmation lands which had been patented 
to individuals under the laws of the United 
States, as this country never had power over 
the land, and that Congress had never under- 
taken to claim it, but the provision of the 
statute exempting lands which had been pat- 
ented from the operation of confirmation re- 
lated only to imperfect grants which were 
only equitable claims in the hands of the 
grantees. This provision did not apply at all 
to perfect grants, they held.

WORLD'S FAIR RATES TO COME DOWN. 


Eastern Roads Bound to Effect a Reduc- 
. tion to One Fare. 

The indications now are that the General 
Managers of the roads in the territory of the 
Central Traffic Association will at their meet- 
ing next Thursday réduce World’s Fair rates 
to one fare for the round trip, with a thirty 
days’ limit, good by all trains except the lim- 
ited trains. The only road now opposed to a 
reduction in the rate is the Pennsylvania, but 
its opposition will avail nothing, as the Van- 
derbilt and other lines, which are doing a 
poorer business than they did lagt year at this 
time, are determined to ‘stimulate traffic” 
by reducing rates to such figures as will in- 
duce the masses to come here and take in the 
Fair. It may be said on good 
authority if the Pennsylvania 
persists in its opposition to lower 
rates the Vanderbilt lines will withdraw from 
the agreement and make rates to suit them- 
selves. No break in rates from the West need 
be looked for until the sale of tickets for the 
Grand Army encampment at Indianapolis 
commences. It is understood that several of 
the Western roads have already made con- 
tracts with Grand Army posts at greatly re- 
duced rates, and as soon as this is confirmed 
other roads will start in and reduce rates for 
the general public, making tickets good via 
Chicago. 


- ILLINOIS CENTRAL EARNINGS, 


Heavy Net Increase for July Caused by 
World's Fair Trafiic. 

The Illinois Central has no reason to com- 
plain about bad business. Its earnings for 
the month of July were phenomenally large, 
The gross receipts from traffic for the month 
are estimated $1,733,249, against 81,449, 
566 for the same monthin July, 1892; esti- 
mated increase, $283,683. The heavy in- 
crease is due principally to the World’s Fair 
business between Van Buren street viaduct 
and Jackson Park.

Q. What has the silver question got to do with 
the scarcity of money nowadays? 

A.—Everything. There is half a billion of silver 
money afloat in coin and notes. Business-men 
are afraid that it will not be redeemed in gold 
much longer, as the law provides no way of re- 
plenishing the Treasury stock of goid for redemp- 
tion purposes, and as a consequence it will shrink 
perhaps a half. 

Many are afraid that if they leave their gold 
funds in the banks they may be paid back in 
time in silver only half as —＋—— as those they 
deposited, So they have been rushing to the 
banks, getting their gold, and locking it up in 
safety deposit vaults, There is as much money 
in the country as there was two months ago, but 
much of it is out of sight. There is a searcity due 
to a scare about continuing gold redemption of 
silver, and not a real scarcity due to the exist- 
ence of too few bank notes and coins. Remove 
the doubts about gold redemption and the fears 
ofadroptoa silver standard, and the locked- 
up money will come out of its hiding-places and 
perform its wonted service in doing the business 
of commerce. wy
